This  docs  not  comprise  tho  only  respect  in  which  beneficial  rc-^uhs 
are  exhibited.  As  the  c  )-o)ierative  movement  grew,  a  steady  advance  in  tho  |irioe 
occurred  and  tho  price  of  the  classified  product,  sold  tlirough  associations,  excii<li'<l 
during  all  three  years  that  sold  by  ir  dividual.-*  in  the  old  way.  The  revenue  to  :i 
member  of  a  society,  it  has  been  de^  <trated,  was  greaU-r  tlian  that  he  could  have 
received  by  selling  at  a  flat  pri'c  t...  „h  the  ordinary  channels.  It  is  estimated  from 
sources  as  reliable  as  can  be  obtained  of  conditions  of  this  nature  that  tlic  nv(  nine 
price  last  year  of  all  graded  wool  was  51  cents  higher  than  the  average  price  of  uthor 
wool  sold  in  the  country.  This  is  conservative  and,  although  not  definite,  yet  wfl« 
gleaned  'rom  information  derived  from  many  wofd  men  and  farmers  in  close  touch 
with  market  conditions  and  in  a  position  to  observe  actual  sales.  There  are  immy 
instances  of  wool  being  sold  in  almost  tho  sami-  district  where  an  association  c\i-f"l 
at  from  8  to  10  cents  less.  This  increase  alone  was  almost  as  much  as  many  armors 
obtained  for  their  wool  five  years  before,  and  manufacturers  gladly  paid  tho  I  iflhcr 
price,  since  tho  preparation  was  so  much  better  than  tho  ungraded  it  was  a  uallj' 
as  cheap,  if  not  cheaper.

THE   ORADINO   OPERATION. 

Grading  represents  the  classification  of  wool  in  the  fleece  and  should  lie  doiip 
before  the  wool  enters  the  mill.  It  consists  of  the  separation  of  the  entire  fleeces  into 
lots  of  similar  character  with  relation  to  condition,  quality  and  staple  or  length. 
(Irading  must  not  be  confused  with  sorting,  which  is  performed  in  the  factory  before 
scouring  and  comprises  the  breaking  up  of  the  fleece  itself  into  unit  parts.  Tliosc 
operations  are  rendered  necessary,  owing  not  only  to  variations  in  character  of  fleeces 
produced  from  sheep  within  the  same  flock  of  similar  breeding,  but  variations  ns  well 
in  length  and  <iuality  within  the  fleece  itself.  For  instiinco,  a  shorter  wool  will  lie 
found  on  the  belly  than  on  the  thighs  and  the  latter  will  1  c  mu<  h  coarser.  These  two 
sorts  are  used  for  dilTereiit  classes  of  manufacture.

Range  wools,  being  of  a  Merino  foundation,  possess  a  decidedly  finer  quality  than 
the  Domestic  and  incidentally  are  of  higher  shrinkage  Thoy  can  be  ,  nided  into  f.nir 
classes-  Fine,  Fine  Medium,  Medium,  and  Low.  The  Fine  is  not  represented  in 
Domestic  grades  whatever.  It  is  wool  from  the  pure  Merino.  In  reverse  fa.h.on 
Lustre  does  not  appear  in  Hnngo  types,  hut  is  exclusively  Domestic.

It  is  difficult  to  correlate  the  types  of  wool  produced  by  the  different  breeds  with 
the  foregoing  grades,  for  the  reason  that  within  each  breed  there  is  always  ;.  «.d 
range  and  great  variety  of  qualities.  Grading  is  performed  entirely  "^^I-'^^.v 
3  type,  and  Shropshire  or  Hampshire  wool  may  be  included  im  ^l^^^^^ 
wTh  oSd  or  Suffolk.  Fleeces  of  several  hundred  sheep  of  one  of  tb.  Down  bre^^ 
which  are  the  most  variable,  may  fill  every  category  except  Fine  and  Lustre.  1 
wool  of  tie  Cotswold.  Lincoln  and  Leicester  is  the  most  constant  m  quality  and  is 
never  classed  as  other  than  Lustre  or  Coarse.

Manufacturers  greatly  dislike  and  prefer  not  to  purchase  wet  wool  except  at  a  con- 
aiderable  reduction. 


DESCItlPTlON  OF  FLEECE  FOl.DINCi  BOX 

FOR  I  SE  IN  TYINU  KLEKIES. 

It  is  necessary  to  keep  the  fleece  as  intact  as  possible  during  shearing.  Fold 
aides  and  ends  of  fleece  to  centre  with  clipped  or  skin  side  out;  then  place  on  foWiiiK 
board  after  paper  twine  has  been  threaded  on  the  board  as  shown  in  the  accrmpanyiiiK 
illustration.  The  sides  and  ends  of  the  box  should  then  bo  brought  into  the  position 
illustrated  ujion  the  cover  page  and  held  together  by  means  of  wooden  cleats. 

Material  required  will  consist  of  a  board  9  feet  long  by  1  foot  wide  and  1  inch 
thick,  which  msiy  be  cut  into  two  pieces  3  feet  long  and  three  pieces  1  foot  long.  1  lio 
pieces  should  then  be  hinged  in  miinncr  shown  in  illustration  of  the  onen  box.  For 
convenience  it  is  advisable  to  use  springs  to  hold  the  end  board  upright  when  .■om-

The  foregoing  description  represents  the  size  most  siiitablo  for  nil  grades  cl  flc.irs 
except  (^nrse  or  Lustre.  T'le  latter  will  re-iuire  a  box  of  gn-ater  proportions.  Pwo 
inches  added  to  all  dimensions  will  make  it  sufliciently  large  to  contain  without  .litfi- 
culty  fleeces  of  the  average  size  of  these  grades.
